Art. 8. To choose one member of the superintend- 
ing school committee to hold office for three years, and 
fill any vacancy that may occur on the board. 


Art. 9. To choose one or more road commissioners, 
and fix compensation of same. 


Art. 10. To choose one or more fire wards. 


Art. 11. To choose all other officers usually chosen 
at the annual town meeting, and fill any vacancies in 
town offices, if any. 


Art. 12. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for general government 
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expenses, i. e., town officers’ salaries, town office ex- 
penses, miscellaneous, and incidentals. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate any sum of money for fire wards and street 
lights. 

Art. 14. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for general poor relief. 


Art. 15. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for health officer and 
school nurse. 


Art. 16. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for common schools, high 
school tuition, textbooks and supplies, superintendence, 
including salaries of school committee, maintenance of 
grounds and building's, repairs and insurance. 


Art. 17. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for tax abatements. 


Art. 18. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for maintenance of ceme- 
teries. 


Art. 19. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate to pay interest on tem- 
porary loans and on outstanding notes. 


Art. 20. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and pay on outstanding notes. 


Art. 21. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for fire protection. 


Art. 22. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of one hundred dollars ($100.00) 
for interest on school fund note. 


Art. 28. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the maintenance of 
highways and bridges and designate the sums to be ex- 
pended for maintenance of summer roads, cutting 
bushes, snow and ice removal, and plowing trunk line. 


Art. 24. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for maintenance of third 
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class roads within the limits of the town. 


Art. 25. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for State aid road con- 
struction (in addition to the amounts regularly raised 
for the care of ways, highways and bridges) under the 
provisions of Sections 25 aug 29, Chapter 20, Revised 
Statutes 1944, as amended. ibs 


Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen on behalf of the town to procure temporary 
loans, in anticipation of taxes, for the purpose of pay- 
ing obligations of the town, such loans to be paid dur- 
ing the current municipal year out of money raised 
during said municipal year by taxes. 3

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee: 

I present herewith my first annual report of the 
progress and conditions in the public schools of Sebec. 

The schools have been maintained thirty-six weeks 
during the municipal year ending February 15, 1948. 
This year the sub-primary grade has been eliminated, 
because of housing facilities, this meant that pupils en- 
tering the first grade had to be six years of age as of 
December 31, 1947. In the school statistics below you 
will see that the grades per teacher and the number of 
pupils per teacher made for better teaching possibilities. 
Fewer grades with the pupils near the same grade foie! 
is a desirable situation,

The present system of conveyance seems to be fairly 
satistactory. The use of two Army ambulances as a 
means of conveyance seem to be much more satisfac- 
tory than the use of private cars. Because of the num- 
ber of pupils conveyed, and type of road that must be 
travelled over, this type of vehicle makes a very good 
conveyance outfit. 

I wish to devote the rest of my report to general con- 
ditions, as I see them, in the schools. I wish to offer one 
suggestion to the people of the town, after that I feel 
that the responsibility for improvement of educational 
facilities will be in the hands of the voters of the town. 
If funds are made available to make improvements, I 
shall be happy to do the best I can to see that advance- 
ment is made. If additional funds are not available, 
then the only thing that can be done is to make the 
most of what we have to work with. 


In talking of school facilities I think of the buildings, 


heat, light, water, and toilets as being the physical 
plant. The teachers, books, supplies, and pupils are the 
material parts of the educational system. The present 
trend in education is to provide better physical plants 
in order to improve the material out-put of the school. I 
have no way of knowing just what has been done during 
the past twenty-five years, to improve the physical 
plants of the schools in Sebec, but regardless of past im- 
provements there is much more to be desired at the 
present. The buildings need to be completely remodeled. 
The present heating is inadequate. There needs to be 


a pure and safe water supply provided, as well as more 
sanitary toilet facilities. In order to make a more satis- 
factory study of the schools, my one suggestion is that 
-a committee of six parents be appointed to work in 
co-operation with the school committee in making a 
complete survey of your educational facilities. 
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SCHOOL LUNCH 

During my first days on the job in Sebec, I learned 
of the interest in a school lunch program in the schools. 
Some of the Bowerbank and Sebec people had devoted 
much time and effort toward the beginning of the proj- 
ect. It was not until the first of December that the first 
meals were served. Since that time, parents of school 
children and some interested citizens have struggled to 
make the program a success. At this time I believe the 
value of such a program is beginning to manifest itself. 
Those people who have given time, labor, money and 
donations of foodstuffs to this program, should be con- 
gratulated. The future of the program depends entire- 
ly upon the continued support of all interested persons. 
There is an article in the Town Warrant for a small 
appropriation to help this project get on a sound finan- 
cial basis. With this bit of a boost and the continued 
interest and support by the parents, the program will 
be a success. If the program is to be continued another 
year, I would suggest that people interested, plant a few 
extra vegetables to be donated to the program during 
the vear. 


HEATING 
I believe that a circulating oil heater in each ether 
room would improve the comfort of the school rooms 
very much. The present wood stoves are very inade- 
quate. In the first place, the building cannot be heated 
without a heavy fire. This means that the pupils near 
the stove are roasted one side at a time while the pupils 
far away from the stove must wear their heavy clothing 
most of the day. Circulated heat, would tend to make 
the temperature in the room much more uniform. We 
shall plan to have outside storm sash on the coldest'side 
of the buildings,:.as well:as. more adequate banking. 
With these improvements, .it,would seem that the build- 
ings could be made warm enough to. begin school,at the 

usual time in the mornings. | 


SURVEY COMMITTEE 


I would like to see a committee of six parents appoint- 
ed to work with the school committee in making a sur- 
vey of Sebec’s school facilities. This committee to re- 
port the findings and recommendations back to the town 
at a special or regular town meeting. 

I believe this is the proper way to have a survey made 
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to determine just what the town has now for the educa- 
tion of the future citizens of the town. I believe that 
the boys and girls going through our schools are our 
greatest asset, they need to have the best facilities that 
we can afford to give them. 

The budget recommendations for next year are as 
follows: 


Common schools, 36,700.00 
High school tuition, 1,500.00 
Repairs and insurance, 400.00 
school committee, 45.00 
Superintendent of schools, 300.00 

Total, $8,945.00 


The above appropriations would allow the schools to 
operate on a minimum program. 

Any appropriation for any change in the present 
heating system could be appropriated under common 
schools. 

In conclusion, may I take this opportunity to express 
my appreciation to all who have assisted me in my job. 
I have enjoyed working with you.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF BUREAU OF 
HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


January 1 to December 31, 1947 


Each community in Maine has a new challenge for 
1948. The birth rate for the State has steadily in- 
creased. Although during the past year some steps 
were taken to improve health in Sebec much remains to 
be done to provide a healthful environment in which 
these new babies may grow and develop. 

As in past years home visits were made to expectant 
parents, and those with infants and pre-school age 
children to help with their health problems and to es- 
tablish good health habits. The services of the Pediatric 
anc Crippled Children’s Clinics were made available to 
the children of Sebec. 

Co-operating with the local physicians and health 
officer work has been done in venereal disease control 
and other communicable diseases. 

As 1n previous years Doctors Edwin and Jean Wyman 
held one Child Health Conference in August. Sixteen 
children were examined and many of these were given 
first immunizations of whooping cough, diphtheria 
and tetanus. These were to be completed by their own 
family physician. Although fine volunteer service was 
secured to assist at the conference it is recognized that 
this program could be more effective if Sebec had a 
well organized Child Health Conference committee 
through which the Bureau of Health Nurse could work. 
The benefits of the conference would be far more 
reaching. 

The health program in this town would be greatly 
strengthened by the aid of a local Health Council. Sebec 
would benefit more from the services of the public 
heaith nurse if a group of interested citizens could meet 
with her and plan a community wide health program.

Art. 11. To choose all other officers usually chosen 
at the annual town meeting, and fill any vacancies in 
town offices, if any.

CASH 


The cash receipts as recorded were examined and 
found to have been deposited promptly. The cash bal- 
ance of $1,564.28, at the close of the year, was recon- 
ciled with the depository bank. The cashbook of the 
Treasurer reflected a balance of $1,562.28 and the dif- 
ference of $2.00 was set up in a suspense account pend- 
ing credit to the proper account. 

All paymen‘s were made by check and were sup- 
ported by properly authorized warrants. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 


The 1947 tax commitment book was added and 
found to be in agreement with the records of the 
Assessors. The total tax commitment of $18,714.10 was 
settled in full by the Tax Collector. 


TAX LIENS 

All transactions affecting tax hens were examined 
and found to be correctly stated. 
ACCOUNTS PAYABLE 

This account totals $147.98 and was represented 
by deductions for Teachers’ Pensions and Withholding 
Taxes. 
NOTES PAYABLE 

The notes payable were reduced $1,000 during the 
year by appropriation, leaving a total of $3,000 of notes 
payable at the year end.

Paid vouchers were examined to the extent deemed 
necessary and as far as could be determined from this 
examination, all charges appeared proper and recorded 
correc. ly. 

A net overdraft in the amount of $1,371.27 has been 
charged to the Net Deficit account. The Attorney Gen- 
eral has rendered an opinion on this point and it is 
included for the benefit of the municipal officers. 


“The municipal officers are bound by the 
terms of the articles in the warrant call- 
ing the meeting providing for the expendi- 
ture of money. The officers should not 
spend more that the taxpayers appropri- 
ated at town meeting, unless the statute 
expressly authorizes an expenditure in 
excess of the appropriation.” 


The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81 of the Revised 
Statutes of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of 
monies for highway purposes and permit overdrafts in 
cases of emergencies to the extent of 15% of the appro- 
priation.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING ANNUAL REPORT 
1948 

“Public Health Nursing includes all nursing service 
organized by a community or an agency to assist ir 
carrying out any or all phases of the public heaith pro- 
eram.” 

Because Sebec has a nurse employed by another 
agency to do school and tuberculosis work your Genera- 
lized Public Health nurse supplements these services by 
giving health supervision and guidance in maternal and 
child health, and communicable diseases including the 
venereal diseases. 

To carry out these services home visits are made 
to expectant mothers, infants, preschool and handi- 
capped children, to assist parents in securing medical 
and dental supervision; to assist her in planning for the 
care of herself and baby during post-partum period; to 
assist her to develop a better understanding of the pre- 
school and their need for protection and security; and 
to suggest constructive ways of guidance. 

Clinic services offered by the Public Health Nurs- 
ing Program consists of Crippled Children, Pediatric, 
Cardiac and Mental Hygiene Clinics. They offer diag- 
nostic and consultant services where specialists are in 
at endance. These clinics are held in Bangor and child- 
ren are referred by the family physician and your Public 
Health Nurse. Clinic recommendations are sent back 
to the family doctor. 

One Child Health Conference was held in August 
under the chairmanship of Miss Caroline Wyman. There 
were 45 children who received complete physical and 
dental examinations by Dr. Edwin and Eugene Wyman 
specialists from Boston. Inoculations were given by Dr. 
Carde of Milo to those children whose parents reques ed 
it. The town furnished the biologicals for immuniza- 
tions. The function of the conferences is to keep the 
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well child well and promote his best possible state of 
health. It is hoped that in the coming year more infan‘s 
and all children who will enter school for the first time 
will take advantage of the Child Health Conferences. 
Records made at the Conference of children entering 
school were sent to the school nurse for reference. 

One definite need for all communicies is the organ- 
ization of a local Health Council to help in giving more 
adequate public health service to the community. The 
Council is a representative group whose purpose is to 
survey the health needs of the community and to sug- 
gest health programs to meet those needs. Nurses can 
do little without community backing. Each year the 
Health Councils of District IV meet in Bangor to report 
on their activities and to motiva‘e other communities in 
organizing. Every community should send an interested 
representative to learn how other towns are solving 
their health problems. Any one interested in this Field 
Day may contact ihe District Health Office, Dover- 
Foxcroft, for information. With combined efforts, much 
can be accomplished.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee: 
I present herewith my second annual report of the 
schools of Sebec. 


The three schools were operated last year on the 
same basis as the previous year, that is, the Corner 
building housed grades 1-2-3; the Village lower room 
housed grades 1-2-3-4; and the upper room housed 
grades 5-6-7-8. Mrs. Clement was the Corner schoo’ 
teacher. Mrs. Crockett taught the Village lower grade.. 
Mrs. Campbell taught the Village upper grades during 
the fall term. She resigned at the close of school in 
December and Mrs. Adkins was elected the teacher a: 
the beginning of schools in January. At the present 
time, I am pleased to report that the schools are operat- 
ing smoothly, and that much progress is being made. 

The conveyance arrangement is ihe same as last 
year and seems to be very satisfactory. At the begin- 
ning of schools in September, there were the usual minor 
changes to be made in routes. Since then, the crivers, 
Mr. Badger and Mr. Cuthbertson, have maintained sa- 
tisfactory schedules. 

~ | am very pleased with the installation of the ol 
burners in the school buildings. It is gratifying to find 
the rooms warm and comfortable at all times. I know 
that ihe addition of the burners has been a big asset in 
the efficiency of the operating of the school program. 

The cost of operating these burners as compared 
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to operating the former type of heating will not be very 
different. At present, it appears that it will be cheaper 
to use the oil. However, the convenience of this type of 
hea'ing, I believe, warrants its use. 

You will note that the school stove account shows 
an overdraft. Originally, it was planned to absorb part 
of the cost of installing the burners in the repair and 
common school account. However, this procedure was 
not possible, so part of the common schoo] balance and 
repair balance represent savings to offset this overdraft. 


Repairs 

The major items of repair on the buildings in- 
cluded fluorescent lights at the Corner school, cleaning 
and some painting at the Village, also new front steps 
and one new outside door at the Village, as well as twen- 
ty-one feet of new blackboards in the upper grade room. 

Both buildings need extensive repairs in order to 
make them desirable school rooms. The toilet facilities 
and the drinking water situation are very inadequate. 


The Survey Committee 
This Commi tee has made a study of school con- 
ditions in the town. I feel that findings and the recom- 
mendations are justifiable in the face of present con- 
ditions. The town should begin now to improve school 
facilities if the boys and girls of Sebec are to have equal 
educa.ional opportunities of boys and girls in other 
towns.

BUILDING COMMITTEE REPORT 

At the Town meeting last year the Selectmen were: 
authorized to select six parents to study the present 
needs of our schools and to make a report on same for 
the next town report. The School Committee and Su- 
perintendent of Schools were invited to meet with them. 
The meetings were based on actual study of our present 
schools, physical conditions, and ability to fill the pres- 
ent and future needs of the community for the educa- 
tion of our children. 

The committee well realize the burden our tax 
payers are under, but the time has come when we must 
think of our future citizens. Good citizenship and edu- 
cation are one, and to acquire this we must provide ade- 
quate educational facilities. 

After serious consideration the committee gives the 
following report of findings: 

1. Our lighting system is not too good. 

2. Toilet facilities are not lighted, heated or properly 
ventilated. 

3. The classrooms are crowded. 

4. Playgrounds at Village school are too small. 

5. The Village school is a fire hazard. 

6. Drinking water is not available on grounds. 

In conclusion the committee believes that the re- 
pairs on our schools should be kept to a minimum se 
that the taxpayers’ dollars may be used for an up-to~ 
date consolidated elementary school of fire proof con- 
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struction ; that the town raise and appropriate a sum of 
money each year to be laid aside as a sinking fund until 
that time comes when construction of a new school is 
possible. 


We, the undersigned, recommend serious consider- 
ation of this matter by the townspecple.

February 16, 1948 to February 15, 1949 
An examination has been completed of the books 
and records of the Town. of Sebee for the year ended 
February 15, 1949. This examination was conducted 
in conformity with generally accepted auditing stand- 
ards and included a check of all cash transactions, trust 
funds and such test checks of other operations as seem- 
ed advisable. 


CASH 

The cash balance of $2,521.82 was reconciled with 
the February 25, 1949 statement furnished by the Mer- 
rill Trust Company and found to be correctly stated. 
An analysis was made of cash receipts and deposits, and 
it was determined that all monies receipted for had 
been promptly deposited. All expenditures were made 
by check from properly authorized warrants. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 
Accounts receivable totaled $16.00 and represents 
current State Poor accounts. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 
The 1948 tax commitment book was added, checked 
and found to be in agreement with the Assessor’s rec- 
ords. The total commitment of $20,144.87 was ac- 
counted for by cash collections, abatements or tax liens. 


TAX LIENS 
All transactions affecting tax liens were reviewed 
and found to have been properly handled. Tax hens 
unpaid and on file in the Treasurer’s office were exam- 
ined and appeared to be in order.

DIVISION OF PUBLIC NURSING 


“It has been said *that the hope of a nation rests 
with its child. The child’s security in his family rela 
tionship is the foundation for his growth toward ma- 
turity in all human relationships. 

““As one of the responsibilities of Public Health 
Nursing is to help guide families to recognize their med- 
ical, nursing and health needs and give counsel appro- 
priate to the situation and the families recognition of 
their needs, home visits are made to accomplish this 
end.” 


Visits were made to expectant mother at the re- 
quest of the attending physician while others were made 
to urge them to secure medical supervision. It is recog- 
nized that care during the pernatal period greatly in- 
fluences the health of the mother and baby. 


Thirteen infants, forty preschool and one morbidity 
visits were made this past year. As the foundation of 
physical and mental health are being built during the 
infant and preschool period the public health nurse as- 
sists the parents to develop a better understanding of 
the child and his need for protection and security, ance 
suggests constructive ways of giving him guidance. 
The need for a well balanced diet with cod liver oil was 
stressed. If the children’s health is to be safeguarded 
they should eat enough of the foods that include the 
essential nutrients. Special emphasis was placed on the 
prevention of communicable diseases which takes such 
a heavy toll in childhood 2nd the importance of regular 
medical supervision. 


A series of three child health conferences was held 
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during the summer under the Chairmanship of Miss 
Carolyn Wyman, assisted by Mrs. Clarence Parker and 
Mrs. George Moore. Complete physical examinations 
were given to seven infant and thirty preschool children 
by Dr. Edwin Wyman of Boston, Dr. A. M. Carde and 
Dr. John Curtis of Milo. Dr. Eugene Wyman of Bos- 
ton was present at the August conference and gave al! 
children dental examinations. Immunizations were com-~ 
pleted against smallpex thirteen, diphtheria and whoop- 
ing cough fourteen each and tetanus thirteen. It is re- 
eretable that several did not complete their immuniza- 
tions by attending three consecutive conferences or by 
going to their family doctor. Literature furnished by 
the State on every phase of health was exhibited at 
each conference to give mothers a chance to select what 
she needed to assist her in giving good child care. As 
the functions of these conferences are to keep the well 
child well more mothers whose children are not under 
the supervision of the family doctor should avail them- 
selves of this protective service. 

Sixteen interviews were held with local people re- 
garding problems, or to obtain information necessary 
to help the nurse with her work in your town. 

When necessary services of the Cardiac, Pediatric, 
Crippled Children and Mental Hygiene Clinics conduct- 
ed by the Deparment of Health and Welfare are availa- 
ble to children of your community with permission of 
uhe family doctor. 

The need is still present for a local Health Council 
which is a representative group Whose purpose is to 
study the health needs in the community and to assist 
the public health nurses in carrying on her program by 
participating in many activities. 

“Progress can be made in dealing with problems 
only if citizens are fully aware of them and are com- 
mitted to the necessity of doing everything possible to 
see that every child has a fair chance in the world.”

To the Superintending School Committee: 


I present herewith my first report of the schools of

From the above figures, it is obvious that the 
schools are somewhat overcrowded with prospects of an 
increased enrollment in the future. The teachers are 
all certified and under the present conditions, I feel that 
the pupils are progressing satisfactorily. 


Due to unforeseen circumstances, it became advis- 
able to purchase a new bus. Certainly the present facil- 
ities are much better than those of last year. However, 
plans should be made to replace—in the near future, 
the bus operated by Mr. Cuthbertson. 


Since the new bus has been on the road, the cost of 
operation has been thirteen and a fraction cents a mile 
excluding cost of bus, salary of driver, and rent. After 
a longer period of operation, a more accurate picture 
of the costs can be presented. In my budget for next 
year I have asked for $350 in the conveyance account 
to cover depreciation on the bus. If this procedure is 
followed each year, in ten years there will be enough 
money in this account to purchase a new bus. 


Quite extensive repairs were completed during the 
summer including redecorating of all rooms, new fire 
escape at the Village, a new outside door at the Corner 
and new double windows (2) at the Corner. Also, new 
playground equipment was installed at each school. We 
are indebted to the members of the Farm Bureau and 
children of the Corner School, who made these pur- 
chases possible. The children are certainly appreciative 
of their efforts. 


Next summer we are planning to lay a new’ floor 
in the upper room in the Village School. This floor is 
the worst I have ever seen in a school. I feel that this 
will be a major improvement—not only in appearance 
but also in the health of the children and cleanliness of 
the materials within the room. 
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The school lunch program is being carried out very 
satisfactorily. We are feeding approximately 75 pupils 
a well-balanced meal each day.

Last year each teacher had four grades to teach. | 
feel that the plan to limit the numbers of grades per teach- 
er to three has proven very satisfactory. The number of 
pupils per teacher is about the same as last year but there 
is one less grade in each room. Certainly a teacher has 
more time to spend with each grade than before. 

Last fall the Town of Barnard decided to send its 
pupils to Brownville Junction. Had these pupils come to 
the Sebec Schools, there would have been a seriously 
crowded condition, particularly in the lower grades. 

The new bus purchased last year was an excellent 
investment. Safe and comfortable transportation is now 
provided at a cost considerably less than in the past. In 
some cases the children are away from home each day 
for a longer time than when two buses were in operation. 
However, | do not feel that the health of the children is 
endangered because of this. 


This year the Superintending School Committee is 
asking the town to raise the sum of $180 to help finance 
the school lunch program. Increased food costs including 
milk plus the loss in federal subsidy are factors which 
make it barely possible to continue the program. It there 
is a decrease in the amount of surplus foods received from 
the government, | question whether the program will be 
able to continue another year. 


No major repairs are anticipated for the coming 
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year. It has been necessary since closing the books to pur- 
chase a new stove for the Village School. There was an 
element of danger in the performance of the old stove, 
consequently the committee has bought a new one to re- 
place it. The cost of this change is included in our budget. 

The budget is considerably larger than that of last 
year. The largest increase is in the tuition account. More 
pupils in secondary schools at a much higher tuition rate 
will cost the town more than thirteen hundred dollars 
additional. 

Following is the budget for the year 1951-1952 as 
recommended by the Superintending School Committee.

COMMENTS 
Town of Sebec

_An audit has been completed of the financial records 
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of the Town of Sebec for the municipal year ended Feb— 
ruary 20, 1950. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet, 
together with the related financial statements, properly 
reflects the financial position of the Town at February 20, 


1950, and the result of its operations for the year then. 
ended. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 

The records maintained by the Town Treasurer were 
examined, and it was determined that the receipts and 
warrants had been recorded correctly. An analysis of 
receipts and deposits indicated that all monies for which 
receipts had been issued had been promptly deposited. 

Vouchers and payrolls on file in the Selectmen’s. 
office were examined to an extent deemed necessary. The 
distribution of receipts was checked in detail to the general 
ledger accounts. The distribution of expenditures was: 
checked to an extent deemed necessary. 

The Town Clerk’s record book was examined, and 
all appropriations appeared to be legal. The record of 
special Town Meetings was examined and it was noted 
that the following appropriations were voted: 

School Bus and Insurance $3,750.00 
Sebec Village School Repairs 575.00: 

The 1949 tax commitment book was examined and 
found to be in agreement with the Assessors’ records. The 
valuation book was examined. Descriptions of real estate: 
appeared to be sufficient to locate the property. 

Insurance policies in force were listed, the detail be- 
ing made a part of this report. 

Requests for verifications were mailed on all tax lien. 
accounts. If any variations are noted as a result of these 
verifications, the proper municipal officials will be notified. 


ASSETS 
The cash balance of $3,762.34 at the year end was. 
reconciled with the January 25, 1950, bank statement. 
furnished by the Merrill Trust Company, Dover-Foxcroft,. 
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Maine, and was found to be correctly stated. February 
deposits were verified with the certified copy of the de- 
posit slip from the bank. 

Accounts receivable totaled $121.91. The detail is 
presented on Schedule A-I. 

The 1949 tax commitment book was added, checked, 
and found to be in agreement with the Assessors’ records. 
The total commitment was accounted for as follows:

All transactions affecting this account were examined. 
Tax liens unpaid were checked and listed. The detail is 
presented on Schedule A-8. 


LIABILITIES 

The accounts payable totaled $113.19. The detail 
is presented on Schedule A-3. 

Notes payable totaled $3,750.00 at the year’s end. 
Notes matured and paid during the year totaled $1,- 
000.00. It was voted at a special Town Meeting Novem- 
ber 21, 1949, to buy a school bus, and a note for 
$3,750.00 was issued to provide the necessary funds. 
This note is held by the Piscataquis Savings Bank and 
matures November 26, 1950. 


RESERVE 


The reserve for authorized expenditures in the 
amount of $2,882.70 represents the balances in certain 
appropriation accounts which are carried forward to the 
ensuing year for expenditure. 

DEFICIT 

The deficit at the year’s end totaled $1,619.69, as 
compared with an unappropriated surplus of $391.31 at 
the beginning of the year. A complete analysis of the 
change in this account is presented on Exhibit C. 
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REVENUE AND EXPENDITURES 

The statement of revenue and expenditures as pre- 
sented on Exhibit B reflects a net gain from operations of 
$1,341.36, which was transferred to the deficit account. 

TRUST FUNDS 

An examination was made of all cemetery perpetual 
care fund transactions and the investments were listed. 
Income earned and expended, together with the principals 
of the funds, and available income for expenditure are 
reflected on Schedule A-7.

During the course of examination of vouchers and 
payrolls, it was noted that, in some instances, vendors’ 
invoices are not furnished by the School Department. 

Overdrafts were noted in several appropriation ac- 
counts, the summary of which is shown on Exhibit D. 
The Attorney General has rendered an opinion on this 
point and it is included for the benefit of the municipal 
officers. 


“The municipal officers are bound by 
the terms of the articles in the war- 
rant calling the meeting providing for 
the expenditure of money. The ofh- 
cers should not spend more than the 
taxpayers appropriated at town meet- 
ing, unless the statute expressly 
authorizes an expenditure in excess 
of the appropriation.’ 


The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81, of the Revised 


Statutes of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of 
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monies for hizhway purposes and permit overdrafts in 
cases of emergencies to the extent of 15‘ of the appro- 
priation. 

The records maintained by the various officials were 
found to have been well kept. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
The following recommendation appears worthy of 
consideration by the municipal officials: 
That, the Superintendent of Schools 
furnish original vendors’ invoices for 
all school purchases. These would 
not be necessary for minor supplies 


furnished from the School Union 
Stock.

How can we develop in children the mental, emotional. 
and spiritual qualities essential to individua] happiness 
and responsible citizenship ?”’ 

“The child is the object of this great citizen en- 
deavor, and his place in the family and the community 
constitutes the focal point. The influences surrounding 
him, the experience through which he grows toward 
maturity will determine the future of our civilization.” 

During the past year home visits were made to adults, 
expectant mothers, infants, and preschool] children to give 
health supervision and guidance. Home visits have also 
been made to patients with communicable diseases. 


A series of three Child Health Conferences was held 
during the summer with Milo physicians in attendance. 
The total number of children attending the conferences. 
was fifty-two. There were seven children vaccinated 
against smallpox, and thirteen were immunized against 
diphtheria, whooping cough, and tetanus. 


The Piscataquis County Home Demonstration Agent: 
visited one Child Health Conference and gave mothers an 
opportunity to discuss their nutritional problems and re- 
ceive professional advice. Twelve mothers with eighteen 
children took advantage of this service. 

Records of children entering school for the first 
time, who attended Child Health Conferences were trans- 
ferred to your school nurse. 


Because of the world crisis and revival of the Civilian. 
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Defense Organization there is a much greater need for a 
local health council to coordinate health activities and 
community planning. The importance of physical exami- 
nations and immunizations cannot be over-emphasized 
and considerable thought should be given towards offer- 
ing infant and preschool children an opportunity to receive 
these services during the coming year. 

Assistance given by local organizations and _ indi- 
‘viduals in Public Health Nursing programs this past year 
thas been greatly appreciated.

During the summer, Mrs Clement moved out of 
town causing a vacancy in the Corner School. Mrs. 
Ruth Hamilton was_ hired to fill this position. Mrs. 
Hamilton has a number of years of successful teaching 
experience to her credit. She attended Castine Normal 
School for two years and has taken summer courses at 
Farmington. 

The September enrollment was approximately 3 
per cent higher than that of the preceding year. If 
Sebec. gets the increased enrollment that most towns 
are anticipating, some major changes must be made 
in order to house the*pupils. Due to the fact that we do 
not have the sub primary grade, the large increase 
may not be noticed until the fall of 1953. 

The Corner School with an enrollment of 38 pupils 
is overcrowded. If there are as many in the lower 
grades next year, some other arrangement should be 
made. Particularly in these grades, the teacher should 
have fewer pupils in order to give them a better start. 
Beginning pupils have many problems and difficulties 
Mie if discovered early enough, can easily be cor- 
rected. 


The lunch program is running into financial dif- 
ficulties. Either the program must stop or the charge 
per meal must be increased. I am recommending that 
the charge for a bottle of milk be increased to five 
cents and the complete lunch to twenty-five cents. Last 
year potatoes and butter were furnished by the De- 
partment of Agriculture. This year neither of these 
items are on the donated commodity list. We have ac- 
quired, through the gift of an organization, a large 
new refrigerator which was badly needed. I would like 
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to express my appreciation to those who were instru- 
mental in securing this fine gift. 

Last summer the cron iii: of the Corner 
School had to be repaired and replaced. This building 
is in quite good condition with the exception of the 
shingles which we plan to replace next summer. In the 
near future both buildings should be painted. This does 
not need to be done next summer however. 

The bus is in good repair but it costs a good deal to 
keep it so. This summer a motor overhaul is necessary. 
We had a large overdraft in the bus repair account. 
The bus is loaded to capacity most of the time. Haul- 
ing this load over the rough roads is particularly hard 
on the tires and springs. To offset this we built up the 
springs and purchased heavier tires. The bus should 
last a number of years more in spite of the conditions 
under which it is operated. 

Our tuition bill is increasing each year. Many of 
the schools have increased their tuition charge. This 
can be expected during the present inflationary cond- 
itions. We also have a large number of children attend- 
ing secondary schools. To the list printed at the begin- 
ning of this report should be added eleven more names 
of pupils who will be entering secondary school next 
fall. It is necessary that we budget $3,810 to cover the 
cost of this item. 

In closing, I wish to thank the Superintending 
School Committee and citizens for their interest and 
cooperation.

Town of Sebec 
February 21, 1950 to February 24, 1951 

An audit has been completed of the books and rec- 
ords of the Town of Sebec for the municipal year ended 
February 24, 1951. The audit included an examination 
of the records kept by the Assessors, Selectmen, Treas- 
urer, Tax Collector and Town Clerk. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet: 
together with supporting exhibits and schedules fairly 
present the financial position of the Town at February 
24, 1951, and the result of its operations for the year 
then ended. 
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SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The systems of internal control of the various 
town offices were reviewed and accounting records and 
other supporting evidences were tested by methods 
and to the extent deemed appropriate. 

Cash accounts were verified and receipts, disburse- 
ments and supporting data were examined. Transac- 
tions affecting accounts receivable and tax liens were 
reviewed and verifications made of unpaid accounts. 
The records of excise tax receipts were checked in de- 
tail. ) 

Appropriation, revenue and expenditure records of 
the departmental accounts were examined. Surety 
bonds and insurance policies were examined and listed. 


ASSETS 

The cash balance of $1,206.37 was reconciled with 
the balance on deposit January 24, 1951 as per bank 
statement furnished by the Merrill Trust Company, 
Bangor, Maine. 

It was ascertained that at the close of the fiscal 
year accounts receivable totaled $53.70 and are sum- 
marized as follows:

REVENUES AND EXPENDITURES 
A comparative statement of revenues and expen- 
ditures (Exhibit B) disclosed that for the 1950 year 
revenues decreased by $1,397.99 and expenditures in-

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preceding year. The factors contributing to these dif- 
ferences were reviewed with no exceptions being noted.

The following opinion was rendered by the Depart- 

ment of Attorney General regarding overdrafts. 

“The municipal officers are bound by the 

terms of the articles in the warrant call- 

ing the town meeting providing for the 

expenditure of money. The officers should 

not spend more than the taxpayers ap- 

propriated at town meeting, unless the 

statute expressly authorizes an expendi- 

ture in excess of the appropriation.” 
The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81, of the Revised 
Statutes of 1944, however, relate to expenditures of 
monies for highway purposes and permit overdrafts in 
cases of emergencies to the extent of 15% of the ap- 
propriation. 


TRUST FUNDS 


The trust fund principals totaled $1,308.50 and the 
unexpended income amounted to $154.59 at the year 
end and were represented by time deposits in the Pis- 
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cataquis Savings Bank, Dover-Foxcroft, Maine. Income 
and expenditures of the various funds appeared to be 
properly accounted for. 


GENERAL 


From an analysis of the Treasurer’s receipts and 
deposits, it was determined that all monies deposited, 
with the exception of $1.20 which was due to an error 
in addition, were in agreement with the total recorded 
receipts. 

It was ascertained that all disbursements had been 
made by check and were supported by properly autho- 
rized warrants issued by the Selectmen. 

The excise tax collections were verified by exami- 
nation of the copies of the receipts retained by the 
Collector.

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ANNUAL REPORT FOR SEBEC 
January 1 to December 31, 1951 


The year 1951 has brought to your community the 
nursing services offered by the Division of Public 
Health Nursing, State Department of Health and Wel- 
fare. 

For the benefit of those who do not already know 
about this service, it provides needed guidance and in- 
struction for all members of the family, in whatever 
environments they may be, with consideration for 

their relationship to each other. 


Home visits have been made to expectant mothers 
to encourage them to secure early medical supervision ; 
observation is made to detect abnormal symptoms and 
danger signals; and teaching is done according to the 
mother’s interest and need. 


After delivery, assistance is given in planning a 
daily regime and the importance of a post-partum ex- 
amination is stressed. The infant is given a careful in- 
spection for signs of physical handicap or abnormality ; 
is weighed and temperature taken, demonstrations of 
infant’s bath and preparation of formula are given 
when indicated. Teaching is continued through the pre- 
school period in relation to age, condition of child, and 
needs of the parents. 

A total of forty-six home visits have been made to 
expectant mothers, infants, preschool children, and 
adults. Visits are also made to individuals with com- 
municable diseases, including venereal diseases, to help 
the family plan for their care and to assist in the pre- 
vention of complications. 

Special problems have been discussed with par- 
ents, doctors, town officials, and other interested per- 
sons to obtain guidance and assistance for their family 
problems. 

Regular services of the Crippled Children’s, Ped- 
iatric, Cardiac, and Mental Hygiene Clinics are held in 
Bangor. These clinics are available to the children of 
your community with permission of the family physi- 
clan. 


In addition to the above services, emergency school 
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and tuberculosis cases have been visited since May due 
to the vacancy of a nurse in the Piscataquis County 
Health and Tuberculosis Association. One handicapped 
child was visited to arrange for clinic service. Two 
visits were made to tuberculosis cases. 

A series of three child health conferences, spon- 
sored by a local group, was held during the summer. 
Complete physical examinations were given by a Milo 
doctor to twenty-five infants and preschoo! children. 
Total immunizations completed were for smallpox one, 
and diphtheria, whooping cough, and tetanus nineteen. 
The committee invited all infant and preschool children 
of Barnard to these conferences. The Piscataquis 
County Home Demonstration Agent attended one con- 
ference as nutritional consultant and held interviews 
with each mother, giving them an opportunity to dis- 
cuss privately their nutritional problems. We must con- 
tinue to emphasize the importance of regular physical 
examinations for all infant and preschool children, also 
the need to protect children at an early age by immu- 
nization against diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus, 
and smallpox. 

There is still a definite need for a local Health 
Council to study the health problems of your commun- 
ity and to assist your public health nurse in giving 
more adequate services. 

Through the joint efforts of community groups 
greater accomplishments in health work can be made.

I shall limit my report somewhat to an explanation 
of the budget and a report on the progress of the new 
consolidated school. The recommendations made at the 
last annual town meeting apparently met with the ap- 
proval of the majority of the people of Sebec. After a 
series of meetings, the last of which was a special town 
“meeting, it was voted to enter into an agreement with 
the Maine School Building Authority for the purpose of 
constructing a four-room school. Mr. Reginald Towne, 
Mr. Albert Hichborn and Mr. Charles Green were elected 
a committee of three to supervise the work. Mr. Philip 
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Washburn was hired to build the school according to 
plans furnished by the State Department of Education 
and on land given to the town by Mr. and Mrs. Guy 
Crockett and Mr. and Mrs. Clarence Parker. Actual con- 
struction has progressed rapidly and the building will be 
occupied the ninth of March. At present, everything is 
completed but the installation of electric fixtures, the tile 
flooring, and a few cupboards. | 


The building is very attractive, located on a hill over- 
looking an expanse of beautiful countryside. As one en- 
ters he finds a modern kitchen, toilet rooms, four attrac- 
tive classrooms, an office, a clinic room and a storeroom. 
The steam heating plant is fired by oil which eliminates 
a large storage room for coal and the problem of ash dis- 
posal. 


The people of Sebec are to be congratulated. They 
should feel proud of the change that has been accomp- 
lished in so short a time. Their children now have a 
clean, healthful, sanitary, well-lighted, and well-heated 
building to house them. With an additional teacher— 
Mrs. Alice Mossler has been hired to finish out this year 
—each teacher will have only two grades and not over 
thirty pupils in her room. I feel confident that an improve- 
ment in the children’s education will result. 


The largest single item in any school budget is in- 
struction. This account includes sdlaries for four teachers, 
Sebec’s share of the salary of the school secretary, a sick 
leave and a replacement reserve. 


I have estimated that $1,000 will be needed to heat 
the new building for a year. 


The janitor and cleaning account is broken down 
into two parts—the salary of the janitor and janitor sup- 
plies. Some of the items charged to this account are: 
soap, wax, deodorizers, paper towels, toilet paper, mops, 
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floor brushes, pails and many miscellaneous tools and 
supplies needed to maintain the appearance of the build- 
ing. 


The conveyance account is made up of salary and 
bus expense. The bus expense is further broken down to 
gas and oil, repairs, rent and insurance. 


I have asked for approximately the same amounts 
as last year in both the textbook and supply accounts. 
The accounts pay for all of the instructional supplies, 
workbooks and textbooks used by the pupils and teach- 
ers. 


The utilities account must be increased. In the past 
the town has furnished three very poorly lighted rooms. 
The new building has more rooms which are extremely 
well lighted. In addition it will be necessary to add $60 
to this account to pay for the telephone. In the past all 
telephone bills have been charged to utilities. Normally 
these bills amount to approximately $20. 


The second largest item in the budget is the tuition 
account. This account is much larger each year for two 
reasons. The number of pupils attending secondary 
schools is increasing and the charge for tuition is also 
increasing. It will take $5,400 to pay our tuition bills next 
year. 


The repairs (upkeep) and equipment accounts are 
considerably higher than those of last year. It is essen- 
tial that the outside of the new building be painted next 
summer. There is only a priming coat on the outside at 
present. There are many items of equipment needed but 
some must be purchased immediately. A carbon dioxide 
fire extinguisher and a large soda-acid extinguisher must 
be furnished for the new school. We also need a teach- 
er's desk (possibly two), two clocks, flags for each room, 
towel cabinets, some chairs and at least one good piano. 
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The insurance on the building is automatically taken 
care of by the School Building Authority. There is a small 
balance in the insurance account. I have used part of 
this to buy short-term coverage on the old buildings. I 
recommend that the remainder be used to insure the con- 
tents of the building. 


I am recommending that we raise $274.84 to help 
pay the cost of running a lunch program. This money is 
used to reimburse the program for free lunches served 
and to make up for the decrease in federal subsidy. 


The total budget is approximately $2,800 larger than 
that of last year. Considering the tuition bill is larger by 
over $1,500, an additional teacher is to be employed, 
and the cost of heat and lights will increase, I feel that 
the recommended budget is the least under which the 
school can be maintained. 


Following is the budget for the year 1953-1954 as 
recommended by the Superintending School Committee.

ANNUAL REPORT FOR SEBEC 
DIVISION OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
January 1 to December 31, 1952 


The aim of a public health nursing service is to pro- 
mote health, prevent disease and deformity. The respon- 
sibility of the public health nurse is one of education and 
guidance. 


Leading authorities agree that good health in adult- 
hood is a result of early and continued health practices. 
Therefore most of your nurse’s time has been spent in 
behalf of expectant mothers, infants and preschool chil- 
dren, giving assistance according to the apparent needs. 


Services of the Cardiac, Pediatric, Crippled Chil- 
dren's and Mental Hygiene Clinics are available to chil- 
dren under twenty-one years of age in your community 
who need special medical attention and who are re- 
ferred by their family doctor. 


The prevention and control of communicable disease, 
including venereal diseases, was emphasized in home 
visits. Special emphasis was placed on the need to pro- 
tect children against communicable disease which takes 
a heavy toll in childhood. 


A series of three child health conferences sponsored 
by a local group, was held during the summer with a 
total attendance of thirty-two. Children from Barnard 
were invited and one infant and six preschool children 


attended. A Boston pediatrician and a Milo physician 


gave complete physical examinations to all children and 
immunized nine against smallpox, two against diphther- 
ia, whooping cough and tetanus. The Piscataquis Coun- 
ty Home Demonstration Agent was present at the July 
conference as nutritional consultant to give mothers an 
opportunity to discuss their nutritional problems and re- 
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ceive professional advice. These conferences are organ- 
ized for preventive services exclusively and primarily 
for the health supervision of children who are free from 
infectious disease or other acute or chronic illness. 


High standards of community health are more read- 
ily obtained when all work together to promote better 
health conditions. One way to accomplish this is through 
a local health council made up of interested citizens. 
This group can plan jointly to determine the community 
health needs and make plans together to reach a goal.

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To the citizens and town officers of Sebec: 
I present my annual report for the 1952-1953 period. 


The Piscataquis County Tuberculosis and Health 
Association conducts the school health and tuberculosis 
program in this county. 


Our most important goal is the complete eradication 
of tuberculosis. And this can be done:-not easily, not 
quickly, but enough is known about the disease so that 
it is possible. Tuberculosis is a communicable disease, 
spread from the sick to the well. Early diagnosis and 
treatment of cases will prevent its spread. Early diag- 
nosis and treatment also means an earlier, more com- 
plete recovery for the patient. Your local association 
conducts a year round program of health education, pub- 
lic information, and professional education about tuber- 
culosis and related problems. 


We cooperate with the State Dept. of Health and 
Welfare in planning and carrying out mass community 
X-ray surveys such as was done in August 1952. Over 
9000 people in the county were X-rayed at this time. 
Several cases of tuberculosis were discovered. The fol- 
low-up work from these surveys is done by your nurse. 


We have working arrangements with the local hospi- 
tals so that no one need go without an X-ray should he 
be unable to provide it for himself. 


We help families to help themselves by pointing 
avenues of financial assistance should tuberculosis 
strike. And to protect themselves by demonstrating tech- 
niques that prevent the spread of the disease to others 
in the family. 


The Piscataquis County Tuberculosis and Health 
Association is a voluntary tuberculosis movement. It is 
the people in action to provide better health protection 
to their communities. 
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Emphasis is placed on the health and health teach- 
ing of the school child. ’*~ 


The aims of the school health program are health 
service, health instruction, and healthful school living. 


In Sebec health inspections are done regularly by 
your nurse. Cards to parents are sent home if it seems 
desirable to consult the family physician. Parents are 
urged to make any recommended corrections and the 
nurse is always ready to help parents in any way possi- 
ble. Home visits are made to parents wishing any help 
with their health problems. 


Apparent throughout the county is the need for 
better denal care of the school child. A high percentage 
of students need dental work and are unable or un- 
willing to secure it... 

Special emphasis is placed on helping the handi- 
seater child to live as full and normal a life as possible. 


| This service is available to communities as well as 
individuals wishing help with their health problems.

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COMMENTS 
Town of Sebec 
February 24, 1951 to February 22, 1952 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of 
Sebec has been completed for the fiscal year ended Feb- 
ruary 22, 1952. The audit included an examination of the 
records maintained by the Assessors, Selectmen, Treas- 
urer, Tax Collector and Town Clerk. 


The result of the audit indicates that the following 
suggestions appear worthy of consideration by the Munic- 
ipal Officers: 


Transfers between accounts should be 
recorded by journal entries rather than 
to clear through the Treasurer’s cash 
account. 

Interest earnings should be recorded 
annually on the trust fund passbooks. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash trans- 
actions as well as an analysis of revenues and expendi- 
tures. The result of the year’s operations revealed that 
expenditures exceeded available funds by $334.10. Over- 
drafts were noted in various appropriation accounts, more 
particularly in the General Government, Highway and 
Bridges and Interest accounts, totaling $48.57, $1,020.90 
and $75.07 respectively. Overdraft and unexpended bal- 
ances are summarized as follows: 


Overdratis $1,174.76 
Unexpended Balances 840.66 
Net Overdratts 6 334.10 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that 
overdrafts are not permitted by statute excepting in cer- 
tain instances where emergencies arise in highway ac- 
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tivities and then only to the extent of 15% of the highway 
appropriation. 


A comparative statement of revenues and expendi- 
tures, (Exhibit B), disclosed that for the 1951 year, reve- 
nues increased over the previous year by $2,927.38. Ex- 
penditures for the same period decreased $715.76. The 
factors contributing to these differences were reviewed 
with no exceptions noted. Following is a summary of the 
differences as compared with revenues and expenditures 
of the preceding year:

At the year end the unappropriated surplus amount- 
ed to $32.15 or a net increase of $2,961.25 as compared 
with the deficit of the previous year. The increase was oc- 
casioned principally by the payment of notes in the 
amount of $3,132.00, issued in anticipation of state aid 
road monies and reimbursements for charity in prior 
years totaling $165.85, less the excess of expenditures over 
available funds of $334.10. 


As a result of the examination of the Town Clerk's 
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records it was ascertained that authorization for the trans- 
fer of $1,500.00 from the Excise Tax and Overlay accounts 
to the General Government account was granted by a 
vote of the townspeople. 


Transactions affecting the various funds held in trust 
by the town were reviewed. It was noted that interest 
had not been added on several of the savings books for 
the past year. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Records were checked to determine the accuracy of 
recording cash transactions. The system of internal con- 
trol were reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash 
and other matters of financial concern. Revenues and 
expenditures were examined by methods and to the ex- 
tent deemed necessary. Letters of verification were util- 
ized to determine the correctness of tax lien accounts. In- 
surance and bond coverages were examined. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial status of the town. Audit pro- 
cedures were followed to the extent deemed necessary in 
the development of these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial 
position of the town at February 22, 1952, and the result 
of its operations for the year then ended.

To Florence Livermore, a Constable of the Town of 
Sebec, in the county of Piscataquis. 


Greetings: 


In the name of The State of Maine, you are hereby

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Article 10. To choose one or more fire wards. 


Article 11. To chocse all other officers usually 
chosen at the annual town meeting, and fill any va- 
cancy in town offices, if any. 


Article 12. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for general govern- 
ment expenss, i.e., town officers’ salaries, Town office 
expenses, miscellaneous, and incidentals. 


Article 18. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for general poor relief. 


Article 14. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for health officer 
and school nurse. 


Article 15. To see what sum of monzy the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the common 
schools, high school tuition, textbooks and supplies, 
superintendence, including salaries of school commit- 
tee, maintenance of grounds and buildings, insurance, 
and school lunch. 


Article 16. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the maintenance 
of cemeteries.

Article 20. To see what sum of money the town

Since my last report, the new school building has 
been completed and the old ones turned over to the 
town. The people of Sebec should take a great deal of 
pride in this fine modern building. I hope more of the 
mothers will visit the school to see for themselves the 
work that is being done and the pleasant surroundings 
in which the boys and girls both work and play. 


In order to satisfy the Maine School Building 
Authority, the classroom ventilators must be installed. 
No time limit has been set, but it was the intent that 
they should be installed in the near future. It is my 
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understanding that this is a duty of the building com- 
mittee. In addition to the ventilators, I would like to 
see some grading done. It seems too bad to see such a 
fine building with such poor surroundings. Some do- 
nated labor plus a few trucks and a bulldozer could 
work wonders around the building. I should think that 
the mothers might consider this a challenge and or- 
ganize a “bee’’; there are cooking utensils and other 
facilities for them to feed anyone who might be in- 
terested in working. 


The building was formally dedicated on Wednes- 
day evening, December 380. Commissioner Herbert 
Espy gave an excel'ent address in which he recounted 
the many virtues of his predecessor, the late Harland 
A. Ladd, for whom the building is named. Mrs. Stacy 
Lanpher and Senator Clarence Parker were also on the 
program. Mrs. Lanpher gave a history of education in 


Sebec and Mr. Parker told of the things needed to: 


reel y complete the building and grounds. 


Mr. Patrick Bouley was hired as bus driver and 
janitor to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of 
Mr. Wilson Blodgett. Mr. Bouley is doing an exception- 
al'y good job. He is not only an excellent custodian but 
also exerts a good influence on the pupils. 


In September, 1954, the new State Minimum Sal- 
ary Schedule will take effect. Under this law every 
town must pay at ‘east the following salaries:

No salary law is perfect and this one is no excep- 
‘tion. It is of no help to the majority of teachers with 
many years of experience who do not have a degree. 
Furthermore, it will be considered by some towns as 
a maximum rather than a minimum. However, it will 
be an aid in recruiting new teachers because it will at 
least guarantee them a minimum salary. 


The school lunch is proving quite popular with the 
pupils. Approximately seventy-five pupils participate. 
Last year 13,163 meals were served of which 737 were 
free. In addition, 1,485 bottles of milk were consumed 
during recess periods. We do not have facilities for 
making comparisons, but certainly many of the nutri- 
tional needs of the children are met as a result of par- 
ticipating in the program. 


The school budget is approximately $650 larger 
than that of last year. One reason for this is that the 
ba/ance is about $250 less than last year. The three 
largest items in order in our budget are: teachers’ 
salaries, secondary tuition and conveyance. Salaries 
are scmewhat regulated by law. However, adjustments 
occasionally have toi be made. The cost for tuition in- 
creases each year. Not only are there more pupils at- 
tending secondary schools, but also the tuition charge 
per pupil is increasing. It seems that the conveyance 
cost is high but on comparing with the cost for 1948, 
there is a savirg of over $400—excluding notes on the 
bus. As only a very small note remains to be paid, it 
would seem that the purchase of a bus has been a good 
investment. It should be satisfactory for a number of 
year's more in spite of the poor condition of some of 
the roads. 

In closing, I would like to thank the citizens for 
their fine spirit of cooperation.

COMMENTS 


Town of Sebec 
February 23, 1952, to February 24, 1953 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of 
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Sebec has been completed for the municipal year ended 
February 24, 1953. The audit included an examination 
of the records maintained by the Assessors, Select- 
men, Tax Collector, Treasurer and Town Clerk. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash 
transactions as wel! as an analysis of available funds 
and expenditures. The result of the year’s operations. 
revealed that expenditures exceeded available funds 
by $1,000.95. Overdrafts were noted in various appro- 
priation accounts, (Exhibit D). Overdrafts and unex-- 
pended balances are summarized as follows: 


Overdrafts $2,328.16 
Unexpended Balances Poca 
Net Overdrafts $1,000.95 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that 
overdrafts are not permitted by statute except in cer- 
tain instances where emergencies arise in highway 
activities and then only to the extent of 15% of the 
highway appropriation. 


AVAILABLE FUNDS AND EXPENDITURES 


A comparative statement of available funds and 
expenditures (Exhibit B), disclosed that for the 1952: 
year, available funds increased by $10,667.46 as com- 
pared with the previous year. Expenditures for the 
same period increased by $11,334.31. The increase in 
both available funds and expenditures was due prin- 
cipally to school construction in conjunction with the 
Maine School Building Authority, being financed in 
part by the town authorized issuance of serial notes. 
of $10,000.00. Following is a summary of the differ-. 
ences as compared with those of the preceding year:

RESERVES AND DEFICIT 


From the examination of the departmental ac- 
counts it was ascertained that the net unexpended bal- 
ances carried forward to the ensuing year totaled 
$2,635.68 (Exhibit D). 


The unappropriated surplus of $32.15 at the be- 
ginning of the year changed to a deficit of $285.16 at 
the year end. This change was occasioned principally 
by an adjustment of $329.20 to the school supervision 
account, the excess of expenditures over avai'able 
funds in the amount of $1,000.95 less the payment of 
a $1,000.00 note by appropriation.

$3,250.00 and are summarized as follows:

DEBT FUND 


At a special town meeting it was voted to ap- 
prove and enter into a rental contract with the Maine 
School Building Authority and authorize the issuance 
of notes not exceeding $10,000.00 for the purpose of 
financing part of the cost of construction of a new 
school building. The Maine School Building Authority 
bonds of $41,000.00, which were issued for this pur- 
pose, are to be retired from rental received from the 
town in the amount of $1,640.00 annually plus inter- 
est. The lease agreement also requires payment by the 
town for insurance coverage and a proportionate part 
of the administrative expense. 
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Of the $41,000.00 bond issue and accrued interest 
of $37.02, avai'able from the Maine School Building 
Authority, the amount of $2,677.64 was held in es- 
crow by the Authority for payment of interest, insur- 
ance, ete. during the period of construction and until 
such time as the first payment is made by the town 
on the rental contract. 


TRUST FUNDS 


From the examination of funds held in trust by 
the town it was ascertained that the fund principals 
of $1,408.50 and unexpended income of $214.10 were 
represented by time deposits of $1,522.60 in the Pis- 
cataquis Savings Bank and $100.00 due from the gen- 
eral fund which was deposited in July, 1953. 


GENERAL 


It was noted that excise tax monies of $1,471.60: 
and the overlay of $695.76 had been transferred to the 
general government account. It is suggested that the 
use of such funds be a'located by vote of the towns- 
people. ( 

The accounting system can be strengthened by 
the use of prenumbered triplicate receipts by the tax 
collector. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records were checked 
to determine the accuracy of recording cash transac- 
tions. The system of internal control was reviewed as 
5ertaining to the handlirg of cash and other matters 
of financial concern. Avai'able funds and expenditures 
were examined by methods and to the extent. 
deemed necessary. Transactions and investments af- 
fecting various funds held in trust were reviewed. Let- 
ters of verification were utilized to determine the ac- 
curacy of unpaid tax lien accounts, accounts receivable 


and notes payable. Insurance and bond coverages were 
examined. Excise tax collections were verified by ex-- 
amination of the copies of the receipts retained by the 
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tax collector. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the town. Audit 
procedures were followed to the extent deemed neces- 
sary to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial 
position of the town at February 24, 1953, and the 
result of its operations for the year then ended. 
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ANNUAL REPORT OF 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


The public health nurse is one of the few health 
“workers whose speciality is the family unit itself. For 
this reason she can contribute toward the prevention of 
disease and the health supervision and guidance of the 
family. During the past year your public health nurse 
has made periodic visits to your town for this purpose. 


Home visits were made to expectant mothers, post- 
partums, infants, and preschool children. 


Special emphasis was placed on the need for regu- 
lar medical supervision, prevention and control of com- 
municable diseases, importance of early immunization 
against diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus and small- 
pox, need for well balanced diet, and care of teeth. Ob- 
servations were made to detect abnormal symptoms and 
danger signals and to give needed guidance and instruc- 
tion whenever needed. 


There is need for dental corrections and tonsillec- 
tomies among the preschool age group which have been 
recommended by family doctors. Lack of funds in many 
cases prevent these corrections being made. 


Certain types of aid can be offered through the 
‘services of the State Cardiac, Pediatric, Crippled Chil- 
‘dren, Mental Hygiene, Speech and Hard of Hearing 
Clinics to children under twenty-one years of age when 
referred by their family doctor. 


Many children of your community do not have a 
yearly physicial examination and are not immunized 
against diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus and small- 
pox. Due to this, there seems to be a need for your com- 
munity to hold child health conferences for the benefit 
of these children. Your local committee, in the past, has 
given considerable time and effort in organizing con- 
ferences but due to the lack of interest on the part of 
parents these conferences were not well attended. The 
success of the project depends on the cooperation of 
parents in attending with their infant and preschool 
‘children. 
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If an active Health Council were organized in your 
community more effective health work could be accom- 
plished. 


Assistance given by local individuals and groups in 
the Public Health Nursing Program this past year has 
been greatly appreciated. By keeping your nurse in- 
formed of any health needs that may arise a more ade- 
quate public health nursing service can be given to the 
community. Any messages may be left with the Town 
Clerk.

HEALTH REPORT 


To the selectmen and citizens of Sebec, I hereby 
submit my annual report for the period of Jan. 1-Dec. 
31, IES 


School Health 


An adequate school health program depends on the 
cooperation of all the guiding forces that enter into the 
life of the child. And, like any program, more can be ac- 
complished with a plan that coordinates the aims and 
the desired results,-using all the facilities available. No 
goal can be reached until a goal is set. 


A recent national survey revealed some rather 
startling facts about the health of the American school 
child. 


In spite of the fact that the United States has the 
highest standard of living in the world today, one out of 
four school age children is suffering from malnutri- 
tion. 


The survey showed that 75% of all school age chil- 
dren have dental defects that should be corrected. 
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A child with defective vision can not be expected to 
read as easily as one with normal] vision, yet 30% of the 
American school children have defective vision. 


The implication of all these figures is simply this— 
a family can not assume that because a child is not sick 
that he is in perfect health. Regular examinations are 
important in uncovering remedial defects before they 
interfere in the progress of a child in school. Follow-up 
by parents as suggested by the teachers and the school 
nurse as well as the family physician will help to im- 
prove the health of thie school child. 


During this past year your nurse has done Tuber- 
culin Patch testing in the Sebec school. All reactors 
were X-rayed. The audiometer was used to test the 
hearing of the students that were above the third grade. 
Any parent whose child had a hearing loss was notified 
and asked to consult a physician for advice. 


Health inspections, weighing and measuring has 
been done. Home visits have been made at the request 
of the teachers or where the need has been indicated. 


Because Sebec does not have a school physician, no 
immunizations have been offered in the school, but par- 
ents are urged to have this done. 


Tuberculosis Control 


There is no simple solution to the tuberculosis 
problem. The disease, because of its prevalance, its in- 
fectiousness, its long duration, symptomless onset, and 
its tendency to recur though once arrested is one of the 
most costly and complex public health problems. The 
tuberculosis association is an educational agency. We 
try to teach the public that tuberculosis is curable but 
communicable. We must convey the importance of early 
diagnosis and treatment. If we aren’t successful in this 
much of the gain in improved methods of treatment will 
be lost. Remember—it is the unknown case that spreads 
the disease. Working in cooperation with the Division 
of Tuberculosis Control and the physicians in this area, 
your public health nurse is making every effort to find 
those unknown cases, to get under treatment the ones 
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infected, and to restore to normal those who have re- 
covered. Your continued cooperation will help to errad- 
icate this dread disease. 


I want to thank all those who have helped during 
this past year. This service is available always in help- 
ing solve your health problems.
